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The  Asian  Art  Museum 
of  San  Francisco: 
Background  Information 


Introduction 

The  Asian  Art  Museum  of  San 
Francisco  has  one  of  the  very  finest 
collections  in  the  western  world 
devoted  to  Asian  art.  It  includes  over 
11,000  objects  spanning  6,000  years  of 
history  and  encompassing  the  art  and 
cultures  of  40  countries  ~  over  half 
of  the  world's  population. 

The  Asian  is  also  people.  It  is  the 
curatorial  staff,  the  largest  group  of 
exp)erts  on  Asian  art  in  any  American 
museum;  it  is  docents  and  educators 
who  interpret  the  collections  for  the 
pubUc;  and  it  is  volunteers  of  all 
ethnic  backgroimds  who  contribute 
their  time  and  funds  to  enable  the 
Asian  to  carry  out  its  mission. 

The  Asian  is  currently  located  in  San 
Francisco's  Golden  Gate  Park  where 
it  shares  an  entrMce  with  the 
'M.H.  de  Young  Memorial  Museum, 
ladjacent  to  the  world-fjuned  Japanese 
Tea  Garden  and  directly  across  from 
the  California  Academy  of  Sciences. 

More  than  400,000  people  visit  the 
Asian  annuzdly.  They  represent  a 
cross-section  of  both  the  surrounding 
communities  and  tourists.  These 
visitors  arc  of  European,  Asian, 
^rican.  Oceanic  and  Hispanic 
descent.  They  represent  every  age 
jroup,  from  school  children  to  retired 
people.  Some  collect  Asian  ail  and 
javel  to  Asia;  many  are  not  wealthy 
ind  come  when  the  admission  is  free. 

(Vhy  do  people  come  to  the  Asian? 
-or  some  it  is  to  be  surroimded  by 
)eautiful  ait  which  gladdens  the  heart 


and  uplifts  the  spirit.  Others  come  to 
maintain  contact  with  their  heritage 
and  share  it  with  their  children.  Still 
others  come  because  they  want  to 
learn  about  cultures  different  from 
their  own. 


Governance  and  Support 

The  Asian  Art  Museum  is  a 
department  of  the  City  and  Coimty  of 
San  Francisco  under  the  Asian  Art 
Commission.  The  27  member 
Commission  is  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  from  individuals  nominated  by 
the  existing  Commission.  Nominees 
must  have  a  demonstrated  interest  or 
expertise  in  Asian  art  and  culture. 

The  Commission  is  currently  chziired 
by  Alice  Lowe.  In  addition  to  being 
a  proven  fundraiser  and  administrator, 
Mrs.  Lowe  graduated  in  the  first 
docent  training  course  given  by  the 
Asian  over  20  years  ago. 

In  1969,  the  Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation  was  established  as  a  non- 
profit charitable  corporation  dedicated 
to  raising  private  funds  for 
acquisitions,  exhibitions  and  enhanced 
educational  programs.  The 
Foundation  is  cxu^rently  chaired  by 
Mrs.  Genevieve  Spiegel. 

The  Asian's  operating  budget  for 
1990-91  is  $4  million.  Of  this,  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  provided  $1.3 
million  in  direct  support;  another  $1.5 
million  represents  membership  and 
other  earned  income;  and  the 
remeiining  $1.2  miUion  is  received  in 
the  form  of  contributions  and  grants. 


Guardianship  and  custodial  ser\dces 
and  utilities  are  funded  indirectly  by 
the  City  and  thus  not  included  in  the 
operating  budget. 


Mission  and  History 

The  Asiam  opened  to  the  public  in 
1966.  It  was  founded  to  house  and 
display  the  Asiam  ait  collections  of 
Avery  and  Elizabeth  Bnmdage  and  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
one  of  the  most  magnificent 
collections  of  Asian  art  amassed  by 
one  person  in  the  modem  world. 
The  City  of  San  Francisco  and 
Bnmdage  shared  the  dream  that  the 
Asian  would  one  day  become  the 
greatest  center  for  the  study  of  Asian 
art  and  culture  in  the  western  world 
and  that  this  collection  would  form  a 
bridge  of  understamding  between  the 
people  of  the  East  and  the  people  of 
the  West. 

To  accomplish  this  mission,  the  Asian 
presents  thematic  exhibitions  focxised 
on  the  permanent  collection;  organizes 
international  exhibitions;  offers 
lectures  and  symposia  on  Asian  art 
and  related  topics;  and  develops 
educational  outreach  and  performing 
2irts  programs  to  better  inform  the 
Asian-descendent  populace  about  its 
heritage  and  to  educate  the  non- 
Asian  populace  about  the  arts  and 
cultures  of  Asia. 

Beginning  in  1975  with  The 
Archeolc^cal  Finds  of  the  People's 
Republic  of  China,"  the  Asian  has 
played  a  leading  role  in  the 
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introduction  of  the  arts  of  Asia  to 
U.S.  audiences.  The  Asian  organized 
the  first  major  exhibition  of  Korean 
art  to  be  seen  in  this  country,  "5000 
Years  of  Korean  Art."  This  was 
followed  by  two  other  landmark 
exhibitions  organized  by  the  Asian, 
"Treasures  from  the  Shanghai 
Museum"  and  "Essence  of  Indian  Art." 


Recent  Activities 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rand  Castile, 
who  has  served  as  director  since 
January,  1986,  the  Asian  has 
undertaken  major  reinstallations  of 
the  galleries  emd  increased  the 
number  of  objects  on  view  by  35 
percent;  expanded  the  publication, 
education  and  exhibition  programs; 
and  enhanced  outreach  and  fund 
I  raising  efforts. 

Recent  exhibitions  include  Spectacular 
Helmets  of  Japan:  16th  -  19th 
Century.  Extraordinary  Persons: 
Japanese  Artists  in  the  Kimiko  and 
John  Powers  Collection.  and 
Yokohama  Prints  from  Nineteenth 
Century  Japan.  In  1991,  the  Asian  is 
presenting  two  major  international 
exhibitions:  Wisdom  and 

Compassion:  the  Sacred  Art  of  Tibet 
and  Sculpture  of  Indonesia. 

Through  school  programs  and  the 
I  distribution  of  Asian  art  posters  to 
1,800  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  schools, 
the  Asian  has  brought  Asian  art  into 
many  classrooms  for  the  first  time. 
Through  its  pubUc  programs,  a 
reference  hbrary  open  to  scholars  and 
the  public,  curatorial  consultation 
services,  and  pubhcations,  the  Asian 
has  enriched  lives  of  people  in  many 
communities  of  interest. 

Performing  arts  programs  presented 
recently  showing  the  infinite  richness 
of  Asian  traditions  include  Japanese 


storytelling,  Indian  dance,  Vietneunese 
music,  Cambodian  and  Javanese  music 
and  dance,  Sudanese  puppetry, 
Tibetan  opera,  Korean  classical  miisic 
and  Chinese  shadow  theatre  and 
classical  music.  A  film  series,  "Asian 
Women:  New  Horizons,"  addressed 
the  decisions  Asian  women  face  in 
their  lives  today  while  another  series 
examined  conflict  in  contemporary 
Asian  cultures. 

The  AisiaD  has  added  an  Associate 
Curator  to  its  department  of  Japanese 
airt  and  will  publish  a  major  treatise 
on  its  Japcmese  collection  in  the  fall 
of  1991.  With  a  major  grant  for 
endowment,  the  Asian  created  the 
Paul  L.  and  PhyUis  Wattis  Curatorial 
Chair  of  Southeast  Asian  Art,  a 
position  filled  by  the  first  curator  of 
Southeast  Asian  art  in  the  United 
States.  With  a  Koret  Foundation 
grant,  the  Asian  has  also  employed 
the  first  curator  of  Korean  art. 

There  is  an  active  campaign  to  add  to 
underrepresented  areas  of  the 
collection.  Through  donation  and 
purchase,  the  Asian  has  acquired 
superb  examples  of  Chinese  and 
Indian  paintings,  Japanese  calligraphy, 
Indonesijm  jewelry  and  Middle 
Eastern  Art.  Recent  donations 
include  a  rare  embroidered  silk  Oing 
dynasty  hanging  scroll;  the  James  and 
Elaine  Connell  Collection  of  Thai 
Ceramics;  and  important  Chinese 
paintings  from  the  Tang  Family 
Foundation.  The  Asian  will  soon 
acquire  a  major  collection  of  Japanese 
screens,  scrolls  and  sculpture. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
and  the  Future 

San  Francisco  is  the  most  ethnically 
diverse  city  of  its  size  in  the  world. 
According  to  a  recent  study  of  major 


U.S.  urban  centers,  San  Francisco  is 
about  30%  Asian,  25%  Hispanic,  12% 
Black  and  33%  Caucasian.  The 
Asian  population  includes  established 
Japanese,  Chinese  and  Korean 
communities,  as  well  as  more  recently 
formed  communities  of  people  from 
Cambodia,  Viet  Nam,  Laos  and 
Thailand.  The  remaining  population 
has  equally  diverse  geographic  origins. 

The  family  and  friendship  ties  to 
other  countries  inherent  in  its  diverse 
population  are  among  San  Francisco's 
greatest  strengths:  the  future  well- 
being  of  all  people  depends  on  their 
ability  to  commimicate  in  a 
multicultural  world. 

In  addition  to  its  ethnic  diversity,  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  known  and 
respected  throughout  the  world  for  its 
glorious  physical  location  and  its  great 
educational  institutions.  Located  in 
San  Francisco,  the  Asian  is  uniquely 
positioned  to  demonstrate  the  respect 
the  commxmity,  the  State  and  the 
Nation  have  for  the  heritage  of  Asia 
and  to  provide  essential  information 
about  Asia's  many  cultures. 
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The  Asian  Art  Museum 
of  San  Francisco 
at  the  Civic  Center 


New  Civic  Center  Home 
for  the  Asian 

San  Francisco's  Civic  Center  has  a 
special  importance  as  the  City's 
governmental  core,  its  cultural  hub 
and  its  gathering  place  for  celebration 
and  inspiration.  In  1987  the  City 
approved  a  proposal  to  complete  and 
enhance  its  Civic  Center.  In 
recommending  that  the  Asian  move 
into  the  structure  across  the  plaza 
from  City  Hall,  which  currently  serves 
as  the  Main  PubUc  Library,  then 
Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  said: 

"Housing  the  Asian  Art  Museum's 
fme  collection  in  such  a  focal 
location  would  showcase  this  civic 
treasure     making  it  more 
accessible  to  more  people  while 
boldly  highlighting  San  Francisco's 
Asian  heritage  in  the  Century  of 
the  Pacific." 

The  Asian's  governing  bo£u-d 
commissioned  a  study  of  the  faciUty 
which  concluded:  "It  is  an  excellent 
building  with  monumental  spaces  and 
quality  finishes.  Even  with  a 
generous  budget,  it  would  be  almost 
impossible  to  build  a  new  building  of 
similar  grandeur." 

This  building  and  site  represent  a 
major  contribution  from  the  City  of 
San  Fr<mcisco  and  present  an 
extraordinary  opportunity  for  the 
Asian  to  establish  a  strong  identity  in 
a  particularly  accessible  location  while 
meeting  its  need  for  more  space. 
The  result  will  be  a  commimity  which 


is  better  served  by  more  classrooms, 
galleries  and  other  public  spaces,  and 
a  collection  which  is  better  served  by 
such  things  as  additional  adeqtiate 
storage  and  conservation  facilities. 

In  November,  1989,  the  voters 
approved  a  bond  measiu-e  which 
included  $9.4  miUion  for  seismic 
improvements  to  the  future  home  of 
the  Asian. 

Currently  the  Asian  occupies  90,000 
square  feet.  The  ensting  pubUc 
Ubrary  building  will  increase  the 
Asian's  space  by  over  50%  and  the 
building  can  be  expanded  to  enable 
the  Asian  to  more  than  double  its 
space.  The  Asian  will  have  access  to 
the  building  at  the  end  of  1995  and  it 
can  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  1998. 
Taking  into  account  inflation,  the  cost 
of  renovating  and  adding  to  the 
building  will  be  in  the  range  of  $75 
miUion. 

Planning,  Design, 
Construction  and  Funding 

Preparing  for  the  Asian's  move  to  the 
Civic  Center  consists  of  three  phases: 
planning,  design  and  construction, 
with  fundraising  taking  place 
throughout.  To  facilitate  fundraising 
for  the  Asian's  new  Civic  Center 
facihty,  the  design  phase  will  be  split 
into  two  parts.  The  first  part  will 
consist  of  developing  a  conceptual 
design  of  the  Asian  at  the  Civic 
Center  and  preparing  models  and 
artist's  renderings  which  will  be  used 


to  describe  it.  During  the  second 
part  the  final  schematic  design,  plans 
and  specifications  will  be  completed. 

Preparation  for  the  move  has  begun 
with  development  of  a  long-rzmge 
plan.  The  objective  is  to  describe  the 
programs  and  needs  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  in  the  larger  space  in  the 
Year  2000.  Marketing  studies  will  be 
conducted  as  final  design  and 
construction  nears  and  the  initial 
long-range  plan  will  be  updated 
periodically  to  reflect  the  impact  of 
such  things  as  changes  in  technology, 
additions  to  the  collection,  the  needs 
of  the  educational  systems  in  the  Bay 
Area  and  the  results  of  the  market 
studies. 

The  Asian  engaged  Mary  Griffin  of 
William  Tumbull  Associates  to 
prepare  the  architectiual  space 
program.  She  has  worked  with  the 
Asian  since  1987  and  was  primarily 
responsible  for  preparation  of  the 
fezisibihty  study  which  led  to  the 
decision  to  move  to  the  Civic  Center. 
The  architectural  space  program  will 
be  prepared  before  the  design 
architect  is  selected. 

In  addition,  the  results  of  the 
comprehensive  seismic  strengthening 
study  of  the  existing  Main  Public 
Library  building  will  be  available  for 
design  architects.  This  $400,000  study 
is  being  funded  by  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  from  bond  proceeds. 

The  Asian  has  also  selected  Bill  Lacy 
of  Bill  Lacy  Design,  in  association 
with  Ada  Louise  Huxtable,  former 
architecture  critic  for  the  New  York 
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Times,  to  manage  the  architect 
selection  process.  Selection  criteria 
are  being  developed,  but  the  selection 
process  will  not  be  announced  pubUcly 
until  funds  are  available  for  the 
conceptual  design  for  the  Asian  at  the 
Civic  Center. 

The  community  has  expressed  its 
support  for  this  project  through  voter 
approval  of  the  bond  measure  for 
seismic  improvements  to  the  building 
and  in  the  form  of  a  $175,000 
planning  grant  from  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation,  the  largest  plaiming  grant 
the  Foundation  has  ever  made  to  an 
arts  organization. 

Members  of  the  Commission  and 
Foundation  have  demonstrated  their 
support  by  actively  participating  in  the 
plaiming  process  and  contributing 
some  $150,000  to  it,  in  addition  to 
their  annual  contributions  to  the 
Asian's  operating  budget.

A  detailed  schematic  design,  which  would 
permit  better  construction  estimates,  would  cost  $1.5  million.
